THE INAUGURAL ADDRE8S. 

It Will Bo Hhort-The Manner In Which 

Mr. Cleveland Will Deliver It. 

Lakrwood, N. J., Feb 28.— Mr. Cleve- 
land's inaugural address is completed. 
It will contain about 1,700 words, and 
will occupy about twenty minutes in 
the delivery. Mr. Cleveland's pace in 
speaking Is always slow. He will use 
his customary deliberation on Inaugur- 
ation day and will elevate his always 
strong and far-reaching voice to its ut- 
most range Id order to enable as many 
people as possible to hear his words, 
lie will speak as if extemporaneous 
without reference to the manu- 
scripts at all, and with only 
the topics of the address jotted 
down in headlines on a visiting card, 
which he will hold in his hand. The 
act of writing an address of Itself, 
stamps It on Mr. Cleveland's memory, 
and his delivery is letter perfect a* all 
newspaper men who have studied him 
know. The Inaugural address will be 
more devoted to general principles and 
to patriotic sentiments than to specific 
propositions. The most profound grati- 
tude to the people and absolute confi- 
dence In them will be expressed in the 
addresa A clear resolve to make the 
democratic administration as simph 
and strong in its policy as tbe purpose 
of the American people for honest 
money, economical administration 
and tariff reform, will prob- 
ably be nttered without reserve. A 
determination to live up to any prom- 
ises made to and accepted by the na- 
tion may be expected in most ex- 
plicit terms. .A full sympathy with all 
the allies by which the democracy hi 
been aided, will, it is believed, be 
proclaimed The necessity of bringing 
back the government to the plain prin- 
ciples of the founders will be enforced 
A belief that the many evidences of 
unrest and discontent are due to the 
fact that the people have been wrongly 
regarded as made for the govern 
ment Instead of government for the 
people will quite likely be suggesed. 
Confidence in the operation of true dem- 
ocratic principles to solve all pressing 
problems will be evident between the 
lines, a reliance on the people as the 
source of government and party power 
will be apparent and a stern reminder 
that organizations and machines i 
good servant*, but bad and brutal m 
ters, will be perceived 

Money, tariff and labor qucstU 
will, there is reason to predict, be al- 
luded to on the lines of Mr. Cleve- 
land's former deliverances.
